in the Union Pacific, are seriously 
proposing to take up and complete 
the Northern Pacific Railroad. An- 
other rnmor is that Gonld, failing to 
bring »he Central Pacific to his de- 
mands, threatens to construct the 
proposed road from Ogden to the 
Columbia River, and so obtain con- 
nection with the Pacific Coast. The 
effect to market Central Pacific stock 
at remunerative prices are positively 
unavailing. The sales reported nre 
not genuine.

Major McCoy, U. S. Centennial 


Commissioner for this State, and the 
editor of the Eureka Sentinel^ hav« 
been having a familiar chat abont 
Nevada at the Centennial, and the 
Sentinel is requested to call the atten- 
tion of tlie press ol this State to the 
conversation that occurred. 
We 


make a note of it as it appears in the 
Sentinel,- "Major McCoy has some 
propositions with reference to Neva- 
da's appearance at the Centennial, 
which we think are good and worthy 
of the especial attention of our peo- 
ple. To begin with, he thinks Ne- 
vada should have a 
commodious 


building on the grounds for the con- 
venience ari'1 accommodation of her 
citizens. There will be a world of 
people there, and, instead of Sage- 
brushers wandering about listlessly 
through the surging throng, they 
ought to have a kind of rendezvoti, 
or headquarters, where'they can meet 
and exchange greetings and impart 
to each other such information as 
may be desirable. 
The building 


should be provided with an elegant 
drawing room for Nevada ladies, as 
well as mitabla accommodations for 
the gentlemen. The structure might 
be under the control of some compe- 
tent person from this State, who 
would algo make it his business to 
ascertain and direct visitors to all 
parts of the .grounds, including the 
most desirable places for board, lodg- 
ing, etc. These will be in demand, 
and the course 
suggested would 


doubtless add very materially to the 
pleasure and comfort of those of our 
citizens who may visit the exhibition. 


Major McCoy intends writing let- 


ters to Hon. C. C. Stevenson! Presi- 
dent of the State Board of Examin- 
ers, and Alternate Commissioner J. 
W. Haines, urging on them the iin-

building as will be suitable for the 
purpose we have indicated.

Legislature, last Winter, appropri- 
ated §20,000, in coin, for Centennial 
purposes.

erection of a suitable headquarters 
at Philadelphia. An architect ought 
to be sent on some months in advance 
| to get the building in readiness. Ho 


j should also be instructed to put it 


j up in a manner to admit of its lieing 
taken down, in order that it may be 
soK for something which can be ap- 
: plied as a credit on the original cost." 


I It strikes us that the suggestions of- 
fered should be acted on favorably.

We 
sat without fires, and with open doors 
and windows. Warm weather con- 
tinued for about a week at that time, 
and then it became cold ngain, the 
thermometer fulling us low as 14 
degrees above zero.
